Indians of the Island 

The Indians of the area have 
not been specifically identified, but 
they are probably related to the 
Xavantes, a tribe known to in- 
habit the bank of the 
upper Araguaia River and resid- 
ing chiefly in Mato Grosso. Cer- 
tainly the fact that the moun- 
tains east of Bananal were named 
after them would seem to indicate 
that the Xavantes once must have 
occupied this area. 

A late dispatch from Brasilia 
tells of the visit there of the 
tribal chieftain, Atau, titular 
head of ninety Caraja families of 
the Ilha do Bananal. He had come 
to invite officially “the leader of 
the whitemen” to come to the 
island for himself.
